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HE poor Proteftants in Hungary, when 
Count Teckely took Arms, were fome- 
thing, in my Opinion, like the Difci- 
ples of our Saviour, who thought he was come 
to reftore the Temporal Kingdom to J/rael: 
The Innocent People had been Infulted, and ill 
Treated by the Germans, but efpecially by the 
Priefts; who always taking Care to mifrepre- 
fent them to the Emperor, as the Principals in 
the Difcontents and Diftyrbances of the Hun- 
arians ; took Care, alfo that whatever Breaches 
appen’d between the Hungarians and the Ger- 
mans, were upon all occalions, plac’d to theac- 
count of the Proteftants: Upon thefe Suggefti- 
ons, the Priefts, like Stam in the Cafe of Fob, 
got the Power of them, and had them commit- 
ted, asit were, to their Difcretion, with a Be- 
bold ! He is in thy bands. 

Nox did the Emperor in this Cafe, imitate 
the Merciful part of the Almighty’s Commifli- 
on to Satan, in the Cafe of Fob, but fave his 
Life; for thefe poor Miferables were deliver'’d 
over, without any Reftriétion, to the Soldiers, 
and to the Priefts ; the firft it may be fuppos’d, 
had little Compaffion for their Goods, the lat- 
‘er had lefs for their Lives and Pofterity ; and 
n the Profecution of this Latitude, their Church- 
es were feiz’d, their Schools difflolv’d, their E- 
ftates and Honours fequeftred, their Perfons im- 
prifoned, and drag’d to Publick Executions ; all 
manner of Injuries and Oppreffions prattifed 


upon the People, and all forts of Cruelties up 
their Minifters, 200 of which we find aeons 
time in the Spanifh Galleys, coupled with Yurks. 
Moors, and Malefadors, and Condemn’d tothe 
Miferies of the Oar, a Martyrdom, ‘if I may be 
allow’d to be Judge, much worfe, and more 
intolerable than the fevereft Tortures of a Dio- 
gt pres 
et under all thefe Extremities, the 

of which I cannot pretend to defcribe by ae 
nor can the 24 Letters, be capable of fach'a 
Pofition, as to Convey true and proportion’d 
Idea’s of their Sufferings, ‘tothe Mind; yet I 
fay, under all thefe Extremities, the Prote- 
ftants of Hungary never offer’d to take Arms 
or to rife in their own Defence ; never Oppos’d 
Force to Violence, ov Defended the Juft and 
Native Right they had, as Men and Chriftians 
to the Freedom and Independency of Cotmniar 
ence, but Patiently, and witha Paffive Forti- 
tude, unexampled in thefe latter Ages of the 
World, fubmitted their Necks to the Yoke of 
Perfecution,and became Martyrs to their Caute 
cheartully Suffering all the Indignities,Tortures 
and Diftrefles, that a Cruel Ecclefiaftick Tyran- 
ny, which v always the worft, could Invent. 

Not that it was not Lawful for them to have 
by Force, repell’dfuch unjuft Oppreffions ; and 
that Murther, Tyranny and Injuftice, may not 
be withftoood by the Innocent Opprefs’d Peo- 
ple, whenever they find all Peaceable, Legal 
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Methods, ineffeétual to Secure their Civil, or 
Religious Right ——— This is a Doétrine fo 
rooted in the Laws of Nature, fo confirm’d from 
Heaven,and fo conftantly Praétifed by all People, 
gnd Nations in the World, of what Religion or 
?rofeffion foever ; that to Oppofe ir, muit be to 
extinguifh Reafon, obliterate Nature, contra- 
dia the Praétice of Immemorial Cuftom, and 
give up the Power God has intrufted every Man 
with, to deiend the Bleflings beftow’d, and 
which it muft be as Lawful to Maintain as En- 
oy. 

‘But as to the Prefent Cafe, I fay, however 
Lawful it was, for the opprefs’d Proteftants of 
Hungaria, to have Defended their Natural 
Rights ; yet were it want of Power or Oppor- 
tunity, of Probable Means, or what elfe was 
the Reafon ; it is plain they did not flie to the 
laft Remedy, or take Arms, till the other part of 
the Nation, the Nobility and Gentry, whofe Pa- 
tience was lefs, tho’ their Sufferings were not fo 
great,broke out into Rebellion, as they call it, on 
account of their Civil and National Rights. 

Nor can J be prevail’d upon to fay, that even 
thefe had not a juft Pretence to defend their 
Hereditary Rights, their aws,Lands,Pofleffions 
and Honours, againft all manner of illegal Vio- 
lence ; tho’ atthe fame time I muft own my 
felt of Opinion, That the Oppreiffions they felc, 
were occafion’d very much by a want of Tem- 
per, and Confideration on both fides: The Em- 
peror too eager to impofe Garrifons of Germans, 
and to Fortify their Towns, and keep the Pol- 
Jeffion of them in the hands of Foreigners: The 
Hungarians too Tenacious of Liberty, in deny- 
ing Quarters to the Auxiliar German Troops 5 
who, according to tke Emperor's Oath of Defend- 
ing the Country againft the Turks, and which,with 
tke Native Troops, was oren’d impoffigle, he was 
forcd to bring among them the German Sol- 
ciers, too Licentious and apt to Plunder, Spoil, 
apa Infult them: The Hungarians Hot, Fiery, 
Revengeful, and to the laft degree, Cruel and 
Barbaruus, when they thought fit to fall upon 
the Germans, Thus mutual Extreams increas’d 
the mutual Averfion ; and the Emperor refoly- 
ing to maintain the Poflefhon of the Country, 
perhaps drove him to thofe Infringments of 
Right, which gave Legal and proper Title to 
the Aungarians, to take Arms in General, for 
the Deience of undoubted Property. 

How Blefs’d! how Wife! how in all things, 
Agee: and Circusftunces, Beneficial both to 
itince and People, is the Sublime Quality of 
Modzration? Tis born of Heaven ; "tis the Va-
